A Mate’s Story of the Collision Off the 
New Jersey Coast, 758 


Forty-two Rescued and Sixty-seven 
Still Missing—A Dramatic 
count of the Disaster by 
a Survisvor.

NEW York, Nov. 1. IBy the Assd- 
ciated Press. It is now certain that 
twenty-seven lives were saved from the 
‘wrecked steamer Vizcaya. Word was 
received from Delaware Breakwater 
that eight persons were saved and are 
now there. Their names are not 


known. A tug was sent this morning 
to Sandy Hook for seven survivors 
taken off by the pilot boat Marshall.

MATE WALKERS STORY. 

I bad just come on deck a few minutes 
before 7 Thursday evening. I saw 
Vizcaya five miles off. A green light shone 
un the port side and 1 did not feel the least 
— uneasy. Our liguts were burning aod 
must have been plainly visible to those on 
board the Spaniard.

An Immense Procession and a Mag- 
_ nificent Display of Fireworks. 


Exercises at the Pavilllon—Speeches 
by Col. Markham, Senator Stan- 
ford, Geo. A. Knight and 
Others—The Overflow. 


The Markham Match of triumph is nearly 
at an end. But two whole days stand be- 
tween the victor and victory, for surely this 
great popular uprising of the people cannot 
mean defeat to the man who came home 
yesterday, bringing, in his modest way, the 

_ Wreaths of laurel he has been crowned|with 
by his applauding countrymen who live be- 
yond that great divide—Tehachapi. 

The Queen City of the South has seen 
many gorgeous pageants upon her streets, 
but nothing heretofore has equaled 
the one that swept through 
them last night, brilliant with flame 
and noisy with the cheers of the hosts that 
had gathered to be a part of it and do honor 
to the stalwart citizen-soldier, 

All day yesterday there was a feeling of 
tumult in the air; the atmosphere seemed 
charged with electricity; men passed and 
repassed each other on the streets with an 
appearance of prevccupation; the usual 
bustle of the week’s close had an added 

sense of movement, As daylight waned 
and the night, epauleted with stars, took 
up her line of march into the west, the thor- 
3 oughfares became dense with motion, un- 
til by the time the hour hid come that the 
great column of marching men should 
move, passage was nearly impossible for it. 

From the country the peopie came, aflame 
‘with enthusiasm for the popular idol of the 
hour, With them came the bands of brass 
and the beating of the druins. As they de- 
bouened from steel-trimmed lines of travel 
into the city’s gay boulevards their moving 
fines looked, in the distance, with their 
flaring torches, like spotted serpents of fire. 

Every nook and window along the way 
contained at least one pair of eyes sparkling

Col. Markham and Senator Stanford sat 
side by side in an open barouche drawn by 
four beautiful steeds that seemed to know 
they were nearly the center of observation, 
and at the rear of the long line of carriages 
which followed the Union Leaguers made 
agallantdisplay. Then the torch-bearers 
eame, hundreds upen hundreds bearin 
banners of ingenious device who 
legend were apt to the occasion. As 
the great column paced the pavements, the 
whizzing rockets scattered their golden 
spray over it, while the smoke from the 
massed torches and burning fireworks made 
breathing a matter of unhappiness. 
lt took the columnan hour to pass, but 
the throng-filled streets scarcely shifted a 
being who gazed with delight upon it. 
Long ere the parade had reached the 
Pavilion six thousand or more people had 
packed that great bunting-bedecked audi- 
torium from floor to rafter. They hung 
upon every foothold of sp ce, on dizzy 
heights as well as on surer ground, and 
waited with patience the coming of the 
man of the moment. When he came 
from behind the scenes a cheer went up 
that fluttered every yard of color in the 
great hall, but the crowning scene of the 
gala-night was when Chairman Lindley in- 
troduced the next Governor’ of California.

with a finer aud added effect because the 
greeting came from the great-hearted 
people of the South, who know 
the man as friend and neighbor. A cheer 
met him as he walked to the stage's front 
which must have been a_heart- 
toucher. It came in great waves of 
sound, blent with the fluttering and waving 
of flags, while handkerchiefs in the hands 
of winning women bDillowed the galleries 
with whife. 
It was a grand audience, and one that 
hung breathless as the tall colonel, in a 
strong voice, im his pleasant and homely 
way, told of the faith that was in him. 
Senator Stanford’s speech was utterly 
lost in the great building, and the fact that 
it could not reach the farther portions of 
the room made that portion of the audience 
located there a restless element, which dis- 
turbed all those who otherwise could have 


heard. But when George Knight 
said, with his great big, manly 
yoice, “Ladies and Gentlemen,” the 


house broke into a cheer of pleasure 
bdoecause they could hear him. 

Knight is a prime favorite in Los An- 
geles, and always gets a rousing reception 
from her people. His saliies last night 
were met with roars of laughter; and, al- 
though he talked part of the time agains: 
the brass band, which was playing at the 
overflow meeting outside the building, it 
could not phase him. He was a figure of

The Grandest Demonstration Ever 
3 Seen in the State. 

It takes a Kepublican parade to bring the 
people out, as was fully demonstrated last 
night. People came in from as far south as 
San Bernardino, and the trains from the 
north brought in hundreds of people from 
as far north as Mojave. Itis almost certain 
that every farmhouse in this county was 
vacant last night, for never before 
in the history of Los Angeles were 
its streets so jammed with country 
people. They flocked in from all quar- 
ters in all kinds of vehicles, and 
long before sundown many of them had se- 
lected their stands on the streets, where 
they thought they could best observe the 
biggist procession that ever raded the 
streets of any city in Southern California.

MARKHAM OR POND? 


The time is growing very short. 
But one day more intervenes before 
election day. The main questions of 
the campaign have been set forth from 
day to day in the columns of THE 
Times, and it is not likely that any- 
thing wecan say, at this late hour, 
will influence many votes. Still, it is 
but fitting to take a final glance at the 
issues of the present State campaign. 

Why should citizens of California, 
vote on Tuesday for Markham for

The Republican State Conveution, 
which met at Sacramento on the 12th 
of August, was, even in the estimation 
of Democrats, exceptional among such 
bodies in California for its independ- 
dence, respectability and entire free- 
dom from control by bosses, cliques or 
rings. It was the first State conven- 
tion assembled in California for many 
years that was thoroughly representa- 
tive of the people. As a result of its 
deliberations, a man who was inimical 
to the corrupt powers that had hitherto 
pulled the strings of conventions, was 


|nominated for governor on the first 


ballot, with an array of good, sterling 
citizens to keep him company on the 
ticket. ‘The platform was in keeping 
with the character of the nominees. In 
pointedly abstaining from indorsing 
the present Governor, the good faith of 
the convention in its promises of re- 
form was made manifest, for a con- 
vention which should promise reform 
while indorsing the extravagant ad- 
ministration of Gov. Waterman would 
have been a farce. Further, the plat- 
form came down to figures and de- 
clared, in unmistakeable language, 
that State taxation should not exceed 
the rate of fifty cents on the hundred 


dollars. 


On the other hand, the Democrats, 
at San José, put up for Governor a 
man who, whatever his individual 


character may be, would, as Governor, 


be but a tool in the hands of that cor- 
rupt political trickster and ex-saloon- 
keeper, Christopher A. Buckley, to 
whom he owes his nomination. This 
fact has been charged many thousand 
times in the Republican press of the 
State during the past six weeks, and 
it has met with but the faintest of 
faint denials. Pond, in his speeches, 
refrain from denying this, the gravest 
charge made against him. He refrains 
from criticising aman whom a large 
portion of the Democratic party is 
openly or secretly cursing and to 
“down” whom an independent wing 
of the party has sprung into existence. 
Mr. Pond carefully steers clear of any 
reference to this dangerous subject. 
He did, once, refer respectfully to 
„Mr. Buckley“; that is all. Is any fur- 
ther proof needed of the fact that Pond 
owes his nomination to the blind 
white devil“ and would, if elected, be 
his convenient tool? We think not! 

On the other hand, Markham has re- 
peatediy and emphatically declared, 
in language that admits of no miscon- 
struction, that he will go into the Gov- 
ernor’s office entirely free from any 
compromising alliances—free to act in 
the interests of the people of the State. 
His nomination comes from the people 
through a representative gathering of 
popular delegates and his fealty will 
be due to the people alone.

A PASADENA correspondent writes to 
inquire the duty, under the new tariff, 
on oranges, in boxes such as are used 
here, containing two compartments, 
each about two cubic feetinsize. The 
duty on oranges, in packages not over 
five cubic feet in size, remains the same 
as previously, namely, up to lz cubic 
feet 13 cents, up to 2} cubic feet 25 
cents, and up to 5 cubic feet 50 cents 
per package. The new tariff imposes 
a further tax of 10 cents for each cubic 
foot above five feet. Oranges in bulk 
pay a duty of $1.50 per thousand under 
the new tariff, as against $1.60 under 
the old.

The report of the commission on the 
tariff question has not been published, 
but it is known to disfavor both exten- 
sive revision of the Austro-German 
customs and combined action in the 
way of reprisal for the American and 
French tariff.

A REMARKABLE FEATURE. 


A Retaliation Clause Discovered in 
the French Tar ff Bill. 

PARIS. Nov. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The new French tariff 
contains a striking feature heretofore 
unnoticed. This is a clause which 
gives the President and Cubinet full 
power to retaliate to as great an extent 
as they choose upon articles exported 
to Frauce by any country which dis- 
criminates against French products, or 
in any way erects barriers against 
French trade. This is obviously mod- 
eled to meet the American Meat-in- 
spection Bill, and is intended as a 
French answer to that measure. The 
general tone of the French press con- 
tinues hostile to the adoption of retal- 
iatory measures against the United 
States.

Startling Confession of a Re- 
turned Convict. 


The San Quentin Escapes Guilty of 
Numerous Stage Robberies. 


Shinn Owns Up to a Long Line of Mis- 
deeds in | his tate. 


He and His Pal Camp on American 
River and Sally Forth to 
Rob On the Highway 
Crimes in IIlinols.

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 1.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] George Shinn, who, 
with Charles Dorsey, alias Thorn, 
escaped from San Quinten three years 
azo, and was recently captured in 
Chicago by Detective J. B. Hume, has 
made aconfession which has simply 
paralyzed the authorities. Eever since 


lieved that they were in this State, and 
were the perpetrators of the numerous 
stage robberies going on since then. 
When he went to Chicago be obtained 
evidence that convinced him that 
their story that they had never been 
out of Chicago since their arrival 
there a few months after their escape, 
was untrue. Still the evidence was 
not sufficient for use. 


Last night Shinn was transferred 
from San Quentin to Folsom, 
by a special arrangement made by 
Warden Aull and Hume, and this at- 
ternoon the warden and detective in- 
terviewed him for three and a half 
hours. Shinn confessed that they re- 
turned to California early in 1889 and 
camped on the American River three 
miles outside of this city. This was 
their rendezvous, to which they always 
returned atter making their raids. 

He admitted that on the 318st of July, 
1882, they stopped the stage from Mil- 
ton to Sonora and robbed the passen- 
gers of $50. They blew open the Wells- 
Fargo strong box with giant powder 
but found it empty. On the 10th of 
Steptember of the same year 
they stopped the stage between 
Quincy and Oroville, and took a gold 
bar worth $800 from the Wells-Fargo's 
box. In April of this year they held 
up the Forest Hill stage in Placer 
county, and robbed the passengers. 

Besides these Shinn confesses to 
burglaries, garrotings and robberies 
committed by him and Dor- 
sey, which would fill a

twenty-five robberies and burglaries in

The Philadelphia’s Open-sea 
Lest a Success. 


Her Manceuvring Ability Proves to 
Be Unprecedented 


The Newark Develops a Much Greater 
Speed Than Required. 


Several Small Accidents Happen to 
the Philadelphia: While Pro- 
ceeding to Sea—No Spee 
| Test Made. a 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Nov. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The new steel cruiser 
Philadelphia, bearing the blue pennant 
of Rear Admiral Kimberly, president 
of the Naval Board of Inspection, re- 
turned this morning from a forty-eight 
hours’ trial at sea. The tests were in 


the main satisfactory, although the 


board finds room for improvement in 
some details, owing to the foul con- 
dition of the cruiser’s bottom. No 
trial of speed was made, but it is be- 
lieved that when the bearings have 
worked smooth and the resistance of 
stiff machinery is overcome her speed 
will be greater than that shown in the 
preliminary trial. 

The cruiser met with a couple of mis- 
haps before starting out. The German 
steamer Bremerhaven, which anchored 
in surly defiance of warning from the 
naval officers that her berth was too 
close to allow her to swing clear, was 
swept by the current against the Phila- 
delpha’s port bow. Fenders were hastily 
placed over the side to deaden the 
blow, which could not be avoided. 
The cruiser was backed out of danger 

and an investigation of the damage 
showed that the bolts of the low pres- 
sure crosshead of the starboard air- 
R engine were broken and several 

ours’ work was necessary to repiace 
them. The forward torpedo port sus- 
tained slight damage. 

The broken machinery having been 
repaired ‘Thursday morning, another 
mishup occurred. The schooner Grace 
Gower struck the Philadelphia on the 
starboard side and ranged alongside. 
The Philadelphia was uninjured, and, 
having ascertained that the schooner 
‘was in no need of assistance, pro- 
ceeded on her course. 

The gun divisions were called to

Mexican Stream.

Over three centuries backward, and 
before the inquisitive De Soto bad 
lighted his camp-fires on the banks of 
the Mississippi, the Spaniards had 
achieved two settlements in this land 
of the Occident—Santa Fé and St. 
Augustine, They had no knowledge 
of the country which lay between these 
points or its inhabitants. As to what 
might be the dangers and deadfalls of 
a journey from one place to another, 
they were as biandly ignorant as of the 
history. of the moon. But this igno- 
rance affected them not, ard full of the 
uneasy spirit of the hour a military 
party in Santa Fé resolved on an over- 
land expedition to St. Augustine. 
They knew the distance, for they could 
figure the latitude and longitude, aud 
they could get the direction by the 
compass; but this was the sum of their 
knowledge. 

Tue expedition, numbering some 
hundreds of men, left Santa Fé late in 
the summer, and crossing the moun- 
tains at the Raton Pass, the present 
route of the Sauta Fé railroad, they 
camped that winter on the present site 
ot Trinidad. The grass was long in 
the valley, the game was plenty on the 
hills, their own stores were ample, and, 
sending back toSanta Fé for minstrel 
and glee maiden, these gentlemen of 
the sword, with wine, women, and 
song, got in as gay a season as they 
ever have since. Those old dons were 
lads of spirit, and possessed high hearts 
as wellasataste for travel. Before 
them to the eastward, as far as the eve 
could sweep, spread the desert uncon- 
fined. What was to be met there they 
knew not, but their lack of knowledge 
was coincident with an equal lack of 
care. 

With the melting ef the snows in the 
spring sunshine their women and camp 
followers returned to Santa Fé. Tue 
last hand was waved good-by, the last 
adios were uttered, and the explorers 
turned their resolute faces to the work 
in hand. They marched down the val- 
ley of the little muddy river which 
flows, as you read this, through the 
town of Trinidad. The ones who were 
to return to Santa Fé watched them 
for miles, assisted by the glint of the 
sun on steel cap and harness. At last 
they were hidden in willows far down 
the valley, and this was the last that 
was ever known of them. 

With the last flap of the last banner 
it was as it they had marched out of 
existence, and whether they sunk in 
rivers, perished in the drifting snows, 
or were done to death by Indians was 
never told. No sign or trace of this 
expedition or its people was ever 
found, There was something so eerie 
and mysterious in the complete disap- 
pearance of this band, something 80 
durk in the silence of their fate, that 
the superstitious Spaniard made the 
sign of the holy cross when he recalled 
it.

Home. 


HIS SPEECH TO THE OLD VETS, 


Arrival of Senator Stanford and His 
. Party-His Reception at the 
Arcade Depot—Politi- 
cal Gossip. 


Col. H. II. Markham, accompanied 
by the Hon. George A. Knight and a 
number of newspaper correspondents, 
came up from Anaheim yesterday 
morning, and was met at the Arcade 
depot by a number of prominent Re- 
publicans, who remained with him un- 
tilthe departure of the train for the 
Soldiers’ Home. Col. Markham was in 
fine health and spirits, aud well 
pleased with his reception at Anaheim, 
where a big meeting was held Friday 
hignt. 

At 9:30 the train pulled out for the 
Soldiers’ Home, with Col. Markham 
and his party on board, amid the 
shouts of the crowd atthe depot. On 
arriving at the Hlome, the Colonel re- 
ceived a regular ovation, after which 
he was introduced by Gov. Treichel. 
and made quite an extended address. 
He bad been told, be said, that it was 
but right for him to visit the old com- 


rades during this campaign, and 
although not his original inten- 
tion, yet, as a matter of duty, 


and as an evidence of his regard for 
the disabled veteran, he had concluded 
to make them a visit. The only re- 
straint he felt was, that he might be 
charged with alack of a due sense of 
ropriety, and that his action might 
construed as an effort to make the 
old boys“ solid; and he therefore dis- 
claimed any intention to use his of- 
ficial position in advocacy of his can- 
didacy, but hoped that every old soldier 
would cast his vote precisely the 
same as if he had not 
visited the Home at this time. Col. 
Markham said further that if elected 
he intended to represent the interests of 
all the people of this great State, and if 
the old soldiers were of the opinion that 
Mr. Pond would so represent the entire 
people of California better than he, 
then it was their duty to act in accord- 
ance with their privilege as free Ameri- 
Can citizens and vote for Mr. Pond. 
The meeting wes informal and im- 
promptu, and though in no sense a 
litical gathering, the frequent out- 
ursts of applause, loud and long con- 
tinued, were evidence that the boys“ 
needed no visit from Col. Markham to 
make them solidfor the champion of 
free speech and untramelled action in 
public officials. 

George A. Knight followed in a 
speech of great fervor and patriotism. 
He made no allusion to political 
matters, but fairly reveled in a most 
gorgeous delineation of the benefits 
this country had received from the 
devotion and sacrifices of the Union 
soldier, and predicted that. the time 
would yet come when the recipients 
of the fruits of their sufferings and 
exertions would award to them the 
place to which they were entitled. It 
was a sort of new departure for Mr. 
Knight, and although a great speaker, 
his remarks were delightfully surpris- 
ing to bis many friends among his 
auditors.

Interesting Exercises at Wil- 
son School. 


THE PROGRAMME IN DETAIL. 


Supt. Monroe, Mrs. Rice and Indian 
Agent Rust Speak—The Flower 
Fair a Success--The Boys 
Go to Town. 


The second meeting of the Pasadena 
Teachers’ Institute was held yesterday 
morning. This popular feature of 
our school system drew together a large 
number of teachers from the neighbor- 
ing districts, who, together ‘with the 
local teachers, filled the large study- 
room of the Wilson grammar school. 

The first feature of the programme 
was an exercise in physical culture. 
A class of some thirty pupils conducted 
by Miss H. Scott, gave an interesting 
exhibition of the Delsarte movements. 


The class showed a high degree, ot pro- 
ficiency. 


Superintendent Monroe continued 
his educational lectures, taking 
for his theme “The Romans, 
their Methods and Subjects.“ 


The chief object of the Roman 
system was to make the pupil develop 
into a good citizen. This was con- 
trasted with the Greek idea which was 
to develop the inner life. In Roman 
life the mother forms a chief factor 
in the early education; in Greece the 
child becomes the property of the State. 
Writing was taught by the use of the 
Stylus and waxen tablet, arithmetic 
objectively, by the use of the fingers 
aud their parts. History and lau- 
uages were also in the curriculum. 

he discipline was severe, the ferrule 
being the usual instrument of punish- 
ment; holidays were few. In man 
education three names are prominent, 
Cicero, Seneca and Quintilian. Their 
several methods were described in an 
interesting manher. 

The Romans, unlike the Greeks, at- 
tached but little importance to music. 
The Greeks desired a broad culture 
while the Romans required an educa- 
tion that would prepare the youth for 
earning a living when reaching man- 
hood, The first pedagogical work of 
importance was the writings of Quin- 
tilian. At the next institute the

teacher of music in the San Diego 
schools, read a very interesting essay 
on her favorite subject. The nature of 
voice and how its powers should be 
cu'tivated were referred to at length. 
Too loud — or singing should be 
discountenanced in young people. The 
larynx of a child is as waxin the hands 
of the skilful teacher. A soft musical 
voice and an appreciative ear to detect 
tonal variat ons should be cultivated, 
and daily exercises in vocal music 
should be given. These should not be 
‘too Jong, and à loud tone not permitted. 
Shouting, in singing, is worse than no 
singing at all. 

In voice production physical struc- 
ture of the throat should be under- 
stood and exercises adopted to it. 
Wherein lies the power that thrills us 
when Patti sings? Her habits of voice 
culture are true and perfect. These 
laws are not patented and every earn- 
est teacher may learn them and ac- 
quire facility in their use. All chil- 
dren can ing if started early enough 
under skilled hands. Witness the sweet 
musical laugh of the child. The ele- 
ments of discipline and control are 
important. Pupils cannot catch a 
knowledge of music by listening to 
others; they must do individual work, 
and, it half thetime is given to work 
of this nature that is given to bumbler 
work, it will produce excellent results. 

The different musical systems were 
discussed and their various advan- 
tages noted. The skilful teacher will 
make use of al! the good points of each 
-ystem while making chief use of one. 
The use of colors in music teaching 
was very happily explained, and a re- 
lation established between colors and 
the various sentiments: 

After an exercise in singing, con- 
ducted by Mrs. Rice, Maj. Rust, who 
is connected with the education of the 
Indians in this State, was introduced.
